The Porch House (2), Potterne. 

Is probably of 15th century construction, and supposed to have 
been an ecclesiastical residence.Its formation, niarerial, open porch, 
gable, bay window, and its projecting stoi ey, all prorlaini it the 
work of a former age. Behind the plaster and ceilii j^s which 
concealed them, was found beautiful tracery of windows and line 
open roofs.lt has suffered aln»ost more than the wonted virissitudes 
of old houses.for it seems to have served successive 1\ as a V)rewery, 
a bakehouse, a barrack, a public house, (bearing the sign of the 
" Pack Horse ") and finally it was divided into four tenements.
